2. I told the Director that thte had been a unilateral U. S. action in 
November, that it had not applied to foreign air carriers, that BOAC and 
others had been over Dying Cuba through normal Cuban airway* rug**#- 
clearance* , and that insofar as 1 knew the Central Intelligence Agency he* 
not been consulted at the time of the November NOTAM, nor were they ecu* 
suited in connection with the lifting of this NOTAM.
